Amendments to the Claims 



As previously stated the Applicant and Examiner's Gilligan and Hayes have had several 
telecoms to discuss this application. Examiner's Hayes and Gilligan stated that both 
Yeager and Sellers, without Kahn, may teach the art of claims 58-77 as previously 
presented. Accordingly, the Applicant hereby amends the claims as follows to more 
clearly distinguish his art from the art of Yeager and Sellers. 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

58. (currently amended) An e le ctron i c computer system for storing, and/of-retrieving, 
and/ef-_and organizing digital medical records and other vital personal information from 
bodily worn or carried storage devices, the system comprising: 



-a bod i ly worn storage device that is carried or worn capable of storing digital 
dig i t i z e d (digital) . medical records and other vital personal emergency information 
of the use r without requiring an on-board or internal battery or power source 
-means for foe-rapid access, reading, writing, e rasing, and updating of said digital 
medical records and personal data of th e said use r stored in said portable device 
-means for docking or porting said bodily worn storage device to portable or 
stationary computer devices to access, view and manage said records and 
personal information f or sa i d records: a cc e ss, launch i ng, display, organ i zat i on, 
transf e r, r ea d i ng, wr i t i ng, e r a s i ng, mod e m i ng, a nd upd a t i ng 
-means for recognizing and authenticating said bodily worn storage device, via a 
unique digital identifier unique to said bodily worn storage device and s tored in 
said bodily worn storage device, when said bodily worn storage device is ported 
to said computer devices 
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-means for bi-directional flow of data to and from said storage device from any of 
said computer devices 

-means of sending electrical power to said portable device from said computer 
devices during said docking

conf i d e nt iali ty and s e cur i ty 

-means to access, display, and p e riodica ll y update said digital records within said 
bodily worn storage device via a modem, Internet , central website, - or wireless

-unigue markings on the exterior of said portable device indicating it contains 
said medical records or vital personal information of said user, 
-means to organize said records and vital personal information in page or 
template format for ease of viewing and use

59. (currently amended) The e l ectron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
storage device and said computer devices are enclosed in a rugged, weatherproof case 
or enclosure, su i tab le for f ie ld or m ili tary us e. 

60. (currently amended) The ele ctron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
storage and rapid-access of or said digital records from said data storage device is via 
non-volatile memory ^ compon e nts . 

61 . (currently amended) The e l e ctron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
portable computers include Palm devices, PDA's, laptops, cell phones, or other portable 
computer devices. 

62 (currently amended) The el ectron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
stationary computers include personal computers, computer workstations, existing 
patient monitors, and patient modules for monitors. 

63 (currently amended) The ele ctron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said digital 
records and personal information are encrypted for security and to limit access to 
authorized system users. e ncryption prov i d e s a h i gh d e gr ee of s e cur i ty and said uniqu e 
i d e nt i f ie rs a l low on l y author i z e d storag e dov i c o s and author i z e d us e rs to access and 
commun i cat e w i th the syst e m. 

64. (currently amended) The ele ctron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
portable storage device contains basic input/output system software for seamless and 
rapid communication and transfer of data to and from said computer devices, mod e m i s 
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us o d to up l oad or down l oad i nformation from said storage d e v i c o for said per i odic 
updat e s, and said access to sa i d records for med i cal, insuranc e , or oth e r personal 
matters. 

65 (previously presented) The electronic system of claim 64 wherein said modem links 
said storage device and said computer devices to a website. 

66 (currently amended) The e l e ctroni c computer system of claim 58 wherein said 
w i r ele ss or cont a ct ele ctron i c compon e nts i nc l ud e . porting connections includer serial 
ports, optical ports, docking stations, USB ports, and other porting modalities, e r 
i nformation and d a t a w i th an e x i st i ng e m e rgency room p a t ie nt un i v e rsal s e r i al bus e s, 
mon i tor i ng d e v i c e 

67 (currently amended) The el ctron i c computer system of claim 58 wherein said digital 
recordd and personal information are accessible from said website via a security 
password unique to said portable device user, softwar e provid e s for comp ati bl e a n d 
s e aml e ss us e and operat i on of sa i d d i g i ta l r e cords among sa i d storag e d e v i c e and sa i d 
comput e r d e v i c e s by us e of common softwar e a nd softwar e op e rating p l atform. 

68 (currently amended) A process of storing, retrieving, and organizing digital medical 
records and other vital personal information from bod il y worn storage devicesr that can 
be carried or worn, the process comprising the steps of: 

-inputting and storing said d igital records into said bod i ly worn storage devices 
without the need for an on-board power source within said storage device 
-organizing said digital records in data field and page format for tr e atm e nt i n 
m e d i cal e m e rg e nc ie s and oth e r s i tu a t i ons within said storage device for ease of 
use and viewing 
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-accessing and displaying said digital records using portable or stationary 
computer devices 

-transmitting said digital data to and from said bodi l y worn stor a g e computer 
devices using the Internet, a central website , a modem and other 
telecommunications modalities syst e ms 

-docking said bodily worn storage device to said computer devices using either 
w i r ele ss non-contact or mechanical port connections 
-authenticating said storage devices by smart software that recognizes a 
unique identifier^ unique to said bodily worn storage device and stored within said 
bodily worn storage device 

-marking the exterior of said storage device with unigue markings that indicate 

said device contains said records and vital personal information of said user.

69. (previously presented) The process of claim 68 wherein said step of inputting said 
digital records further comprises a step of assigning the digital records to specific data 
field within a digital page. 

70 (previously presented) The process of claim 68 wherein said step of organizing said 
digital records further comprises a step of organizing said digital data into condensed 
medical history pages based on clinical relevance in a medical emergency. 

71 (currently amended) The process of claim 68 wherein said step of accessing and 
displaying said digital records further comprises the step o f r e cogn i zing sa i d stor a g o 
d e v i c e as a m e d i ca l r e cords d e v i c e and a utom a t i ca ll y d i sp l ay i ng sa i d d i g i ta l r e cords 
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formatting said storage device with basis input/output system software for seamless use 
with said computer devices. . 

72 (currently amended) The process of claim 68 wherein said step of inputting said 
digital records further comprises the step of encrypting said records for security and 
confidentiality, transmitting sa i d data to and from sa i d storag e d e vic e bv us e of said 
mod e m furth e r compr i s e s th e st e p of conv e rt i ng said dig i tal data to an AM T FM, 
Broadband or oth e r w i re l ess d i g i ta l s i gna l for wireless or hardwir e d data commun i cat i on. 

73 (previously presented) The process of claim 68 wherein the step of docking said 
storage device to said computer device further comprises the step of authenticating said 
storage device, prior to displaying said records, by comparing said unique identified 
stored within said storage device to a database of master identifiers stored within said 
computer system. 

74 (previously presented) The process of claim 70 wherein said step of organizing said 
digital records into condensed medical history further comprises the steps of placing 
said data in chronological order and prioritizing said data based on the pre-existing 
medical conditions of the bodily worn device user. 

75 (currently amended) The process of claim 68 wherein the step of authenticating said 
storage devices further comprises the step of comparing a biometric characteristic of of 
said user that is stored in said storage device to a database of said user biometric 
characteristics stored in said computer system, r eje ct i ng sa i d storage d e v i c e from use 
with i n sa i d syst e m if sa i d i dent i fi e r stored w i th i n sa i d storag e d e v i c e i s not r e cogn i z e d 
by s a id syst e m software. 
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76 (currently amended) The process of claim 68 wherein the step of marking the 
exterior of said device with unique marking includes the step of marking said device with 
the users name, telephone number, and other unique personal identification data. 
e ncrypt i ng sa i d d i g i tal r e cords furth e r compr i ses th e s t e p of d e crypt i ng said d i gita l 
records aft e r th e syst e m r e cogniz e s said storage d e vic e and all ows s ai d system to 
access and use sa i d d e crypt e d d i g i ta l r e cords. 

77 (currently amended) The process of claim 68 wherein the step of marking the 
exterior of said device includes the step of marking the device to indicate that the device 
contains emergency medical records of said user that can be treat said user in a 
medical emergency, t ransm i tt i ng said d i g i t al data us i ng said mod e m further compr i s e s 
th e st e p of s e nd i ng s ai d d i g i t al data to and from an I ntern e t w e bs i t e . 
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
